This Informant stated in part 
that the Editorial arid Reportorial Staff of the daily papers totalled 
approximately 30 persons arid were composed in the majority of Communist 
sympathizers. This Informant alleged that the "Daily Compass" ‘was 
closely associated with the "Daily Worker" arid the "National Guardian" 
and that there was a constant trading of news stories and material 
between these papers. (The "Daily Worker" -is the official East 
Coast organ .of the Communist Party) . Among the Communists dr 
Communist sympathizers on the staff of the "Daily Compass", this 
Informant named- I. F. STONE, then serving as the Washington corre- 
spondent. This Informant believed STONE to be a pro-Soviet and 
also to be a Communist. -

STONE intended- to 
depart from New York City for Washington, D. C. via ship or plane, 
and" to return to the United States within three months. In his 
application, STONE listed his- permanent residerice as 5618 Nebraska 
Ave., N.-W. , and also advised that he had not resided outside the 
United States prior to October 19h5.

STONE's passport file also contained a notarized affidavit 
dated May 10, 1937 from the Philadelphia, Pennsylvania Department 
of Public Health, which contains information relating to STONE'S 
birth status and which has previously been set out. 


In conjunction with this particular travel, STONE's pass- 
port file contained a letter from J. KING GORDON, Managing Editor of 
the magazine "The Nation", which was dated October 3, 1915, and which 
reported that STONE was being sent to the Middle East to do a survey 
for the magazine.

In a supplemental statement dated September 6, 1 9k9 s STONE 
reported that he had made five trips abroad since 1 9h5 on assignments 
for his newspapers ® He reported that, his third trip was made in May 
19k7 and at that time he visited Palestine* Cyprus* Egypt* Syria, 
Lebanon* Greece* . Turkey * and France. He advised that he left Paris, 
at the. end of 'April 19h8 for Palestine arriving there 'May 7 and re-, 
raaining Inhere until June 19U8 when he returned to, the United States® 
In his last trip, he advised that he left New York City in late 
August 19U9 for Israel via Brussels and Athens® STONE intended to . 
return to the United States within six months after completing some 
assignments on the' Continent ® 

U* (/^Confidential Informant T-l^j whose reliability is not known 
to this office* but who occupies a position of trust in the United 
States Government, advised that STONE had submitted two articles to 
the Jerusalem Post and that these articles appeared in that paper 
on February 2* 1951® This Informant related that one article was 
entitled “Air Force Pulverizes Korean Villages, United States Tactics 
Shock Observers® 15 This article, ' according to T-li>, criticized the 
destructive use of air power in Korea and quoted an unnamed Fr e nch' 
observer as saying, that while the French might be willing to fight 
the Russians they would prefer the Russians to the total destruction

year So Wien the Informant first met STONE, STONE was employed as an 
Editorial Writer by the " Philadelphia Record." The Informant advised 
that subsequently STONE was successively employed by the "New York 
Post", "The Nation", "PM", and "The Compasso" The Informant advised 
that STONE was not a member of the Communist Party when he first met 
him, but during the mid 30 * s became very much a member of the Communist 
Party. This Informant advised that he received information sub s t anti ~ 
ating STONE ’ s membership in the Communist Party not only from Communist 
Party functionaries such as ISRAEL AMTER and JACK STACHEL, but from 
STONE* s brother, MARCUS, as well. This Informant was able to advise 
that STONE assisted the Party by aiding in the preparation of attacks 
on enemies of the Communist Party. 9 " 

^ 'Confidential Informant T-Q previously identified, advised 
that while an active member of the Communist Party, he had been N 

associated with numerous Communist front organizations. This Informant\ 
recalled that while in the Party arid attending many of the functions \ 
of the Communist front groups, he had met STONE and had observed STONE < 
in attendance at .some of these meetings. This Informant considered i 

STONE to be a Communist because only members of the Communist Party j 
are permitted to 'attend - meetings of these Front Groups. 

Although j^-5^conside red STONE to be a Communist, this Informant 
observed that on occasions STONE has deviated from the Communist Party 
line and as a result had been criticized in the "Daily Worker" by 
Foreign Editor JOSEPH STAROBIN. This indicated to the Informant that • 
although STONE was a Communist, he was not under the complete control 
and domination of the Communist Party but because of his" established 
eminence as>-a.wri.ter, the Communist Party tolerated these infrequent 
deviations. 1 !? had no knowledge of any espionage activities on the ^ 
part of STONE, but offered the opinion that STONE was capable of such 
activity because he impressed the Informant as being complete^ pro- 
Soviet and a staunch supporter of Russia. This Informant had no informa- 
tion relative to STONE *s financial status. 

^ (^j^onfidential Informant T“l6l of- known reliability, and a former 
member of the Communist Party, advis'ed that during the mid 1930* s while 
active in a Communist Front Group, he associated with and solicited 
STONE for favorable editorial comment. This Informant pointed out that

at that time STONE was employed as an editorial writer for the "New 
York Evening Post" and was able to assist Communist Front Groups 
by reporting on their activities in a favorable light. This Informant 
advised in April 1931 that during the 1930 's he had observed STONE 
confer frequently with LOUIS GIBARTI whom the Informant identified 
as a known Soviet agent. This Informant had no knowledge of any 
espionage activities on the part of STONE* and with respect to 
STONE’s financial status, advised that in approximately 1938, STONE 
was "broke. « 

This Informant also advised that STONE had been sponsored 
in the newspaper business by J. DAVID STERN, former Publisher of 
the "New York Daily Record. " • This Informant was not aware of any 
blood relationship between STERN and STONE, but offered the opinion 
that STERN had been impressed by STONE when STONE was a young reporter 
and subsequently assisted STONE whenever he could in furthering his 
career as a newspaper man. 


ACTIVITY ON BEHALF OF COMMUNIST PARTY FRONT GROUPS 


In May of 1938, the League of American Writers, 38l l*th 
Street, New York City, published a pamphlet entitled "Writers Take 
Sides" which contained letters from 1|18 American authors on the 
ouestiors, "Are You For Or Are You' Against Franco and' Fascism?” STONE 
in an answer to this Question replied in "part, as follow ... 

"Should the Loyalists lose, we may expect a tidal 
wave of reaction, obscurantism, race hatred, and thuggery, 
menancing our own lives and our own homes. We must never 
forget that the barricades in Madrid are barricades every- 
where in defense of freedom of culture and of humanity. " 

The League of American Writers was cited as subversive and 
Communist by former Attorney General TOM CLARK on June 1, 191+8 and 
September 21, 19l;8. 

In March 1939, the "Daily Worker" listed I. F. STONE among 
the sponsors of a campaign to raise $160,000 for the Disabled Veterans 
Fund of the friends of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 

On February 27, 19 h$ s an advertisement appeared in the 
"Washington Post" entitled "For America’s Sakej Break With Franco

Spain.” The text of the ad. was a statement which had been issued by 
the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, New fork City. Included 
among the list of sponsors and supporters of the ad was I. F. STONE. 

The Abraham Lincoln Brigade has been designated by the Attorney 
General to be within the purview of Executive Order 9835 . 

The first issue of "Your Investments” (a publication of the 
American Investor's Union, Inc.), dated January 19kO f listed I. F. STONE 
as a sponsor of this Union. 

The American Investors Union, Inc., was cited as a Communist 
Front by the California Committee on Un-American Activities, report of 
191$ o 

A section of a 19l4i report of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities was devoted to the League of Women Shoppers. One 
of the exhibits reproduced in the Committee^ report was an ann ual 
report of the Education Committee of the Washington League of Women 
Shoppers for the year 19l/0-ijl. This report reflected that study 
groups on labor and defense had been held and one of the features of 
this series of study sessions was a critical analysis of the problem 
in the United States today by I. F. STONE, who discussed “Labor and 
Administrations Promises and Performance.” As a result of this and 
other highly informative and analytical discussions, this group received 
a comprehensive picture of labor in a defense emergency. 

The League of Women Shoppers was M found to be a Communist 
controlled front by indisputable documentary evidence obtained from 
the files of the Communist Party in Philadelphia,” according to a 
report dated March 29, 19i& by the Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities . 


A section of the 191+U House Committee on Un-American Activities 
report contained a program of the "Artists Front To Win the War." This 
program appeared in the exhibit in a section of the House Committee 
report which was devoted to this organization. The name I. F. STONE 
appeared in the program as a representative of literature, who was 
sponsoring this function. 

The "Artists Front To 7/in the War" was cited as a Communist 
Front in the report dated March 29, I 9 W 4 of the Special Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 

A letterhead of the Citizens Committee for HARRY BR IDGE S, 
published shortly after the Committee was organized in March 19ljl in 
New York City, listed the name I. F. STONE as one of the sponsors of 
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the Committee. This Committee was cooperating with the HARRY BRIDGES 
Defense Committee in San Francisco, CaL if ornia. 

The Special Committee on Un-American Activities in a report 
dated March 29, 19Ui, cited it as "one of the Communist Fronts to oppose 
deportation of HARRY BRIDGES , Communist Party member and leader of 
the disastrous San Francisco general strike of 193U which was planned 
by the Communist Party." 

^J^^e liable Confidential Informant T-17 advised in 19 111?} that 
ELEANOR DRTESEN furnished I. F.' STONE, the newspaper correspondent, 
with much of his material for the articles he authored concerning the" 
HARRY BRIDGES case. This, Informant identified DRIESEN as the Washington 
representative of the HARRY BRIDGES Victory Committee prior to April V~> } 
19k$ when she became Secretai-y to ARTHUR E. PHILLIPS, Secretary of the 
CIO Maritime Committee, Washington, D. C 0 

The HARRY BRIDGES Victory Committee was cited as a Communist 
Front Organization by the Special Committee on Un-American Activities 
in its report dated March 29, 19l|lu 

The 19Wj. House Committee on Un-American Activities report 
contained a section relating to the conference on Constitutional 
Liberties in America which was held in Washington, D. C 0 from June ?, 
to 9, 19 UO and which, according to the report, launched the National 
Federation for Constitutional Liberties. I. F. STONE was listed as 
a sponsor of this conference. 

This, conference was described by Attorney General FRANCIS 
BIDDLE in the Congressional Record of September I4, 19 h2 as the founder 
of the National Federation for Constitutional liberties "part of what 
LENIN called the Solar System of organizations, ostensively having no 
connection with the Communist Party by which Communists attempt to 
create sympathizers and supporters of their program." 

The I9U4 report of the Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities contained a reprint of an article which had appeared in 
the "New Masses" on April 2, I9I4O during the period of the Stalin- 
Hitler Pact. This article was in the form of a petition to the Presi- 
dent warning against the tendency in the United States to destroy Civil 
Rights. The petition cited the raid without a warrant on the Veterans 
of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade | indictments in Detroit for recruiting 
for Loyalist Spainj the "badgering" of Communist leaders $ the attacks 
by the Dies Committee on Consumer and Labor Groups, as a tendency toward 
the destruction of Civil Rights. Among the signers of this petition was

The "Daily Worker" on January 25, 1950 contained an article 
entitled "Philadelphia Rally Hails McCABE, Attorney for Eleven." This 
article reported that an audience of 500 had attended a rally at the 
New Century Club in Philadelphia the previous Friday night to pay tribute 
to LOUIS McCABE, one of the five attorneys who was then appealing a jail 
sentence for contempt of court, resulting from his actions as attorney 
for the 11 Communist leaders, then being tried in New York City on 
charges of violation of the Smith Act. According to this article, 

STONE, originally a Philadelphian, who was then writing for the "New 
York Compass", told the crowd that the persecution of the Communists 
for their thoughts endangered everyone and broke the whole tradition 
of law and justice leading back to the time of Rome.

Examination of the various editions of the "Daily Worker" 
indicates that* that publication frequently refers to arguments and 
articles advanced by STONE. It was noted that as late as May 2, 

1951 that editions of the "Daily Worker" quoted an article wherein 
STONE was reported to have asked of the Pentagon, "How many Chinese 
prisoners does the Army have now?" STONE was also reported to have 
stated that "if the Chinese have been attacking in hordes, there 
should be lots of Chinese prisoners — why are the figures held back? 

Is it because the number of Chinese prisoners is ludicrously small 
when compared with the hordes in the headlines?? 1 The "Daily Worker” 
on May 10, 1951 quoted STONE as stating that MacARTHUR’s plan to bomb 1 
a way to peace is deado He was quoted as stating "there is no recipe 
for getting the boys home quickly, on the contrary, a lot more boys than 
we have now in Korea will never come home again if America lets the 
MacARTHUR maniacs talk it into war with China." 

The files of Government investigative agency, contained

Confidential Informant T-39, of known reliability, advised that 
while in Washington, D. C. STONE was well accuainted with ROB HALL, the 
Washington correspondent for the Communist publication, the "Daily Worker" . 
On one occasion in February 1 9k9, this Informant advised that STONE 
was invited by HALL to attend a luncheon which would also be attended, 
in addition to HALL, by JOSEPH STAROBIN, the Foreign Editor of the 
"Daily Worker", and MALCOLM HOBBS, a Washington, D. C„ reporter for' the

Confidential Informant T -39, advised in June 19 i|9, STEVE NELSON, 
nationally lcnown Communist Party official, who had formerly served as a 
Communist Party organizer in the San Francisco, California area, testified 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activities concerning his 
participation in a Soviet Espionage group which operated in California 
in 19)j3 and xvhich group had as its objective the obtaining of atomic 
energy secrets. According to this Informant, NELSON declined to answer 
questions relating to his espionage activities while being quizzed by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. After leaving this hearing, 
this Informant advised that NELSON arranged with MEL FISKE, who was then 
employed as a reporter by the ''Daily Worker" ,■ to have the results of

This Informant stated that on occasions, HEDRICK supplied STONE with 
information and data secured through his position with this Soviet 
publication,, The Informant knew that IpDRICK had in March 1950 furnished 
STONE with the Soviet Union s s proposals 'regarding elections and unifica^feJ^ 
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cation of Germany and in September 19 k9 told STONE about the steps 
taken thus far by the Soviet Union in bringing about the international 
inspection and control of atomic energ
